WE’RE LISTENING TO HUNTERS! 


For decades, hunters have played a significant role in wildlife management 
in Ontario. 


As Minister of Natural Resources, I clearly recognize the many benefits of a 
cooperative relationship between the Ministry of Natural Resources and 
Ontario hunters. 


With the creation of the Fish and Wildlife Special Purpose Account, every 
dollar spent on hunting and fishing licences is used to support fish and 
wildlife management. Through the creation of provincial advisory bodies, 
extensive consultation and joint working groups, hunters are able to share 
their knowledge, experience and perspectives with a broad range of MNR 
resource managers. The results have been very gratifying, and hunting 
opportunities have been expanded in many areas of the province. 


The Fish and Wildlife Advisory Board advises me, as Minister, on the most 

effective use of fish and wildlife revenues. The board’s recommendations have led to more funding for fish and 
wildlife law enforcement, revitalization of the Community Wildlife and Fisheries Involvement Programs 
(CWIP and CFIP), the creation of a new marketing initiative to promote fishing and hunting in Ontario, as 
well as reviews of the moose, deer and bear programs. 


The ministry mailed over a quarter of a million surveys to Ontario’s moose and deer hunters last year to seek 
their input on some of the changes recommended in George Simmons’ Review of Moose and Deer Tag 
Allocations. As a result of the input received from Ontario hunters through the review process, the ministry 
has made important modifications to the moose and deer draws. 


Last year, the provincial Big Game Management Advisory Committee was established to advise MNR on game 
management and hunting issues. This committee, made up of hunters and wildlife managers from all regions of 
the province, has made valuable input to management strategies, ensuring that hunting opportunities are pro- 
tected and enhanced. Page 30 of this summary contains details of the big game committee’s recommendations 
and how we are following up on them to improve your hunting opportunities. 


Later this year, it is expected that the new Fish and Wildlif& Conservation Act will be proclaimed, replacing 
the current Game and Fish Act. This new legislation will respond directly to the concerns of the public who 
have asked for changes in the way we protect and manage wildlife. It will be a consensus document that 
reflects the views and concerns of a diverse range of people and organizations. 


Sound wildlife management decisions depend on acquiring the best available information on wildlife popula- 
tions and harvest. This is another area where hunters have an important role to play. Many of you will receive 
a survey in the mail asking about your hunting experience. The information from these surveys is very impor- 
tant to wildlife management in the areas where you hunt. Please complete and return your questionnaire, 
should you receive one. 


Your cooperation and input are vital to our success in managing Ontario’s big game populations.

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WORKING TOGETHER TO INCREASE 
OPPORTUNITIES FOR ONTARIO’S HUNTERS 


hanges resulting from the Simmons 

Review of Moose and Deer Tag 
Allocations will make applying to the 
moose draw more predictable for groups 
and will continue to ensure that as many 
hunting parties as possible have access to 
an adult moose hunting opportunity. 
Results of last fall’s mail survey of resi- 
dent moose and deer hunters and the 
provincial Big Game Management 
Advisory committee’s recommendations 
for improving the draws are outlined on 
pages 30 and 31 of this summary. 
Changes to the moose draw, including 
the establishment of a Guaranteed 
Group Size and a new tag transfer 
process, are explained in more detail on 
page 36. ; 


Last year, many changes were made to 
the controlled deer hunts in the south- 
ern agricultural region of the province. 
Increased hunting opportunities include 
longer archery seasons, shotgun and 
muzzle-loader hunts that now run 
Monday to Saturday, additional seasons 
in some Wildlife Management Units 
(WMUs) and the ability to harvest more 
than one deer in WMUs 90 to 93. 


These developments met with such 


strong approval by hunters that a further 
review of deer management in Ontario is 
being carried out this year to build on 
the progress already achieved. 


Based on advice from the Fish and 
Wildlife Advisory Board, a review of the 
Ministry’s Bear Management Program is 
also underway. The review, including an 
examination of bear population densities 
and harvest levels will allow the ministry 
to manage black bear populations with 
greater confidence and more flexibility 
than was previously possible. This will 
assist wildlife managers in determining 
those WMUs where bear hunting oppor- 
tunities can be increased. 


The Wild Turkey Working Group, with 
representation from MNR and the 
Ontario Federation of Anglers and 
Hunters, continues to guide one of 
Ontario’s most successful wildlife rein- 
troduction programs. Program emphasis 
is on expanding the range and size of 
turkey populations. Increased opportu- 
nities have been recommended for wild 
turkey hunting in areas where additional 
harvests can be sustained. Wild turkey 
populations in some WMUs have been 


so productive that consideration is being 
given to allowing hunters to bag a sec- 
ond wild turkey during the spring hunt. 


The Ontario Waterfowl Advisory 
Committee, consisting of representatives 
from the Canadian Wildlife Service, the 
Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources 
and the Ontario Federation of Anglers 
and Hunters, makes recommendations 
on sustainable harvests of waterfowl pop- 
ulations. Again, the emphasis is on 
increasing hunting opportunities, espe- 
cially for abundant species such as giant 
Canada geese in southern Ontario, and 
for Snow Geese. Further information on 
waterfowl seasons and limits is found on 
page 48 of this Summary. 


Hunters, conservation organizations and 
other interested individuals have con- 
tributed many thousands of volunteer 
hours to a wide range of community 
wildlife involvement programs and part- 
nership initiatives. For example, 
through the cooperative efforts of 12 
participating organizations (see inside 
back cover) major progress has been 
accomplished in Ontario’s elk restora- 
tion program.

HOW TO USE THIS 
BOOKLET 


This booklet summarizes information 
dealing with licences and some hunting 
laws. This summary is neither a legal 
document nor a complete collection of 
the current regulations. It is meant to be 
a convenient reference only. For com- 
plete details, see: 


a) the Game and Fish Act (Revised 
Statutes of Ontario, 1990, Chapter 


G.1) and the Regulations made under 
this Act; 


b) the Migratory Birds Convention Act 
- Canada and the Migratory Birds 
Regulations; and 


c) the Endangered Species Act, R.S.O. 
1990, c. E.15 and the Regulations 
made under this Act. 


Each species or group of species has a sec- 
tion in the last half of this summary. Each 
section deals with basic regulations about 
hunting the species and Open Season 
Tables (showing you when and where you 
can hunt that species). The maps that 
show the Wildlife Management Unit 
(WMU) boundaries come right before 


these sections.

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- IMPORTANT 
PLEASE NOTE - POSSIBLE FURTHER CHANGES TO — 
THE 1998/99 HUNTING REGULATIONS 


As the 1998/99 Aina summary goes to press (April/98) there are a number of reviews underway that may result in some regula- 
tions changes for the 1998/99 hunting rules. Possible changes include: 


1. We are currently carrying out a further review of deer hunting opportunities. This review will likely result in recommenda- 
tions for some extensions of existing seasons, additional areas where a second deer licence is allowed and perhaps some addi- 


2. New wild turkey seasons are being proposed in WMU's 67 (Leeds portion) and 85 for spring of 1998; also, it is proposed that 
hunters be allowed to purchase a second turkey licence. 


3, Changes are being proposed in the definition of party hunting for moose, deer and bear as well as when the game seal would 
need to be affixed for big game species. NOTE: There is no intention to eliminate party hunting of big game. 


4. Additional early September seasons for Canada geese as well as extended winter goose seasons in 1999 are being considered. 


ALL OF THESE PROPOSED CHANGES WILL REQUIRE AMENDED REGULATIONS. CHANGES, IF APPROVED, 
WILL BE COMMUNICATED TO HUNTERS BY WAY OF NEWS RELEASES AND OTHER MEANS. HUNTERS ARE 
ALSO ENCOURAGED TO CHECK WITH THEIR LOCAL MINISTRY OF NATURAL RESOURCES DISTRICT OFFICE 
PRIOR TO THEIR HUNT REGARDING ANY CHANGES THAT MIGHT AFFECT THEM. 


You can obtain specific details of the 
Regulations (including more accurate 
descriptions of Wildlife Management 
Unit boundaries) from the local offices of 
the Ontario Ministry of Natural 
Resources (MNR). 


HUNTING includes chasing, pursuing, 
following after or on the trail of, search- 
ing for, shooting, shooting at, stalking or 
lying in wait for, worrying, molesting, 
taking or destroying any animal or bird 
whether or not the animal or bird be 
taken or subsequently captured, injured 
or killed. You need a hunting licence to 
do any of these things, except where the 
Game and Fish Act states otherwise. No 
person shall use, while hunting, any 
device capable of throwing or casting 
rays of light on any object. 


LICENCE 
REQUIREMENTS 


If you wish to hunt, you must have a 
licence valid for the species or group 
of species you are hunting and you 
must carry the licence and validation 
tag with you while hunting. You must 
show the licence to an Officer if asked 
to do so. Check the tables in this 


summary to see what, when and where 


you may hunt. (Animals listed in the 
tables may be hunted only during an 
open season.) 


Residents and non-residents must be 16 
years of age or older to be eligible for a 
licence to hunt. Residents may get a 
licence at 15 years of age, but they must 
first get consent in writing from both 
parents, one parent (if not living with 
both parents) or a legal guardian. 


Contact your local police department for 
information about the requirements for 
firearm ownership, Firearms Acquisition 
Certificates and Minor’s Permits (for those 
under 18 years of age). 


TO OBTAIN A LICENCE TO HUNT 
you must have one of the following: 


IF YOU ARE A RESIDENT 
an Outdoors Card (Hunting). 


IF YOU ARE A NON-RESIDENT 


a) an Ontario non-resident’s hunting 
licence issued to you after January 1, 


1968; 


b) a hunting licence issued to you by a 
competent authority in any jurisdic- 
tion as a resident of that jurisdiction 


after January 1, 1968; 


c) an Ontario Hunting Licence 
Examination Certificate issued to you 
after January 1, 1968; 


d) an Ontario Hunting Licence 
Verification Certificate showing that 
you were issued an Ontario licence to 
hunt or passed the Hunting Licence 
Examination; 


e) acertificate, issued to you after 
January 1, 1968, by a competent 
authority in any jurisdiction, giving 
you permission to purchase a resident’s 


f) an Outdoors Card, Hunting (issued 
when qualified as a resident). 


TO OBTAIN AN OUTDOORS CARD 
(Hunting) you must be an Ontario res- 
ident. You must complete an applica- 
tion and submit it to the Outdoors Card 
Centre with one of the following items: 


a) an Ontario resident’s licence to hunt 
issued to you after January 1, 1968; 


b) an Ontario Hunting Licence 
Examination Certificate issued to you 


c) an Ontario Hunting Licence 
Verification Certificate showing that 
~ you were issued a hunting licence as a 
resident or that you passed the 
Hunting Licence Examination. 


It is illegal to get an Outdoors Card, 
licence, licence tag or validation tag by 
giving false information, or to accept an 
undated licence or one dated before or 
after the date you applied for it. Licences 
may not be exchanged as part payment

You can only use a .22 calibre rim-fire rifle chambered 
to .22 short, .22 long or .22 long rifle for hunting rac- 
coon at night.

A licence to hunt small game authorizes a non-resi- 
dent to hunt fox, game birds, rabbits, raccoon, wolf 
and squirrel. It does not allow you to hunt red squirrel 
and wild turkey. However, you can hunt wild turkey if 
you possess a wild turkey licence and a non-resident 
small game licence. The non-resident's small game 
licence also authorizes the holder to hunt game birds 
on game bird hunting preserves. 


e) Non-resident's licence to hunt game birds on a game 
bird hunting preserve 
To hunt game birds on a game bird hunting preserve 
only, a non-resident must have this licence. 


5. WILD TURKEY LICENCE 


““! Wild turkey licence 


If you are a resident, you must have a wild turkey licence 
along with your Outdoors Card with a small game licence 
tag attached. If you are a non-resident you must have a 
wild turkey licence and a non-resident small game licence 
(see page 4 for requirements). 


MIGRATORY GAME BIRDS 

(waterfowl, common snipe and woodcock) 

You must have a Migratory Game Bird Hunting Permit 
and a Wildlife Habitat Conservation Stamp, as well as an 
Ontario licence to hunt small game. You may buy a 
Migratory Game Bird Hunting Permit and Wildlife 
Habitat Conservation Stamp at any post office. 


EXPORT PERMIT FEES 


(see also Export and Shipping) 


Hunter Training Courses and 
Examinations 


Anyone applying for their first Ontario 
resident’s licence to hunt and any resi- 
dents who have not held a resident’s 
licence since January 1, 1968, must com- 
plete Ontario’s Hunter Education Course 
and pass the Hunting Licence 
Examination. If you have moved to 
Ontario and have been issued a hunting 
licence by the jurisdiction of your previ- 
ous residence, you may apply for the 
examination. 


To more effectively meet the needs of 
prospective hunters and firearms owners, 
the Ministry of Natural Resources and 
the Solicitor General have introduced a 
“One-Stop” Ontario Hunter Education 
and Canadian Firearms Safety Course. 
Graduates of this program will be able to 
obtain a hunting licence and a firearms 
acquisition certificate. In addition, hunt- 
ing licence examinations are now being 
conducted by certified private sector 
examiners across Ontario. For additional 
information, contact your local hunter 
education instructor’s association or the 


local MNR office. 


Hunter Orange 


The Hunter Orange regulations came 
into effect September 1, 1997. This 
requirement is to help safeguard 
Ontario's hunters. 


Hunter Oranee i must cover a minimum 

of 400 square inches above the waist 

and must be visible from all sides. A 

hunting coat or vest generally meets 

this requirement. Orange headcover is 
also required. Camouflage or open 

mesh Hunter Orange does not satisty 
the requirements, 


‘ Licence Issuers 


Licence issuers are located throughout 
Ontario, at convenient locations such as 
sporting goods stores, hardware stores and 
tourist camps. 


Licences, Tags or Game Seals 
Lost, Stolen or Destroyed 


If your Outdoors Card is lost, stolen or 
destroyed, you may get a replacement by 
contacting the Outdoors Card Centre 
(1-800-387-7011). You will receive a 
replacement for the card and any three 
year licence tags. 


If you lose your Outdoors Card and annu- 
al licence tags, you must complete an 
application for a search for a fee of $7.75. 
The card and any annual licence tags will 
be replaced for the above fee. If you lose 
the game seal, contact the local MNR 
office. 


If you lose your non-resident licence or 
resident paper licences, you must com- 
plete an application for a search. The fee 
is $7.75 for each lost licence. The search 
can only be done if the paper licence was 
purchased in the current year or the pre- 
vious three years. You need to give the 
name and address of the licence issuer 
and the date of purchase (month and 
year). If possible, ask your licence issuer 
for the original licence number. 


The above procedure also applies with 
necessary modifications for a lost, stolen 
or destroyed Hunting Licence 
Examination Certificate. 


Licence Validity 


The licence shows the period of time for 
which it is valid commencing with the 
date and time of issuance. To be valid, 
the licences must be completed and 
signed. Licence validity or expiry dates 
do not indicate open season dates. For 
open seasons see tables and maps in this 
summary. 


All licences expire on December 31 in 
the year they were issued. 


No hunting licence is valid from the 16th 
day of June to 31st day, of August next 
following in the parts of Ontario lying 
north and west of a line from Georgian 
Bay to the Ottawa River, formed by the 
southerly boundary of the District 
Municipality of Muskoka and the 
southerly and easterly boundaries of the 
Territorial District of Nipissing.

Transfer of Licences 


It is illegal to transfer a licence, tag, 
coupon or seal to another person. It is 
illegal to give or possess any game seal 
other than your own, or use or attempt to 
use a licence, tag, coupon or seal issued to 
any other person. Under certain circum- 
stances, however, moose tags can be 
transferred (see Tag Transfers page. 37). 


IMPORTANT | | 
REGULATIONS 


Firearms 


Firearms include air or pellet guns, bows 
and crossbows. You may use semi-auto- 
matic or self-loading firearms for hunting 
in Ontario, but not revolvers, pistols or 
fully automatic firearms. For storage and 
transportation information, contact your 
local police department. 


A firearm is considered to be loaded if it 
has a cartridge in the chamber or in the 
magazine that is attached to the firearm. 


A muzzle-loader is a gun that is loaded 
through the muzzle. 


You must plug semi-automatic or repeating 
shotguns so that they will not hold more 
than a total of three shells in the chamber 
and magazine combined. You cannot pos- 
sess any clip/magazine that holds more 
than five shots for a semi-automatic centre 
fire rifle under the Criminal Code. 


You must not discharge firearms from or 
across any highway or road in any coun- 
ty or regional municipality designated in 
the regulations or from or across the 
travelled portion in any other area. 


Generally, you are not allowed to have a 
loaded firearm between the fences, or if 
no fences, within eight metres, of the 
travelled portion of a King’s highway, sec- 
ondary highway, county road or a main- 
tained township road in parts of Ontario 
as listed in the regulations. These regula- 
tions apply year round in most of Ontario 
south of the French-Mattawa river sys- 
tem; however, in some areas of southern 
Ontario, it only applies during the gun 
season for deer. Contact your local 
Ministry of Natural Resources (MNR) 


office for specific information. 


On the Aulneau Peninsula, from 
September 1 to December 15 and from 
April 15 to June 15, you must not use a 
shotgun loaded with ball or with shot 
larger than number 2 lead shot, steel shot 
that is not larger than triple BBB shot, 
bismuth shot that is not larger than dou- 
ble BB shot or a rifle of greater calibre or 
projectile power than a rifle as the .22 
calibre rim-fire rifle. The calibre limita- 
tions do not apply to flintlock or percus- 
sion cap muzzle-loading rifles. 


Check local sunrise-sunset times. You 
may only hunt from a half hour before 


sunrise to a half hour after sunset, except 
as otherwise provided. If you are in 
places where game live or may be found 
during a half hour after sunset to a half 
hour before sunrise, you must unload and 
encase shotguns, rifles or other firearms in 
your possession. Firearms must be secure- 
ly enclosed in a manner whereby they are 
not readily accessible. — 


Some townships have by-laws restricting 
the discharge of firearms. Check with the 
local municipal office for details. 


Remember: Hunting carelessly is an 
offence. Hunters who discharge firearms 
without due care and attention, or con- 
sideration for persons and property, are 
liable to a fine of up to $25,000 or impris- 
onment — or both. 


Small Game (Firearms) 


While hunting small game you may not 
possess or use a rifle of greater calibre or 
projectile power than the rifle known as a 
.22 calibre rim-fire rifle or shells loaded 
with a ball or with shot larger than num- 
ber 2 lead shot, steel shot that is not larger 
than triple BBB shot, bismuth shot that is 
not larger than Double BB shot while 
hunting in an area and at a time during 
which there is an open season for deer, 
black bear and moose, unléss you possess a 
valid licence to hunt deer, black bear or 
moose as the case may be. 


The above does not apply where there is 
an open season for hunting deer with a 
bow and arrow only. 


You may not use a rifle of greater calibre 
than .275, except a flintlock or percussion 
cap muzzle-loading gun, for hunting small 
game in the counties of: Brant, Elgin, 
Essex, Huron, Kent, Lambton, Middlesex, 
Northumberland, Oxford, Perth and 
Wellington and the regional municipali- 
ties of Durham, Haldimand-Norfolk, 
Halton, Hamilton-Wentworth, Niagara, 
Peel, Waterloo and York and The 
Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto. 


Black Bear, Deer and Moose 
(Firearms) 


A rim-fire rifle, a shotgun smaller than 
20 gauge when loaded with shot or any 
shotgun loaded with shot smaller than 
SG or number | buck cannot be used for 
hunting bear, deer or moose. 


You may not use any arrow (bow) or bolt 
(crossbow) that is not equipped with a 
head that has at least two sharp, unser- 


rated, barbless, steel, straight-cutting 
edges or a head that is less than 22 mm 
(0.9 in.) at the widest point or any arrow 
(does not include bolt) that is less than 
60 cm (24 in.) in length, for hunting 
bear, deer or moose. There is no mini- 
mum length for a crossbow bolt. 


You may not use a crossbow that has a 
draw length less than 30 cm (12 in.) 
when hunting deer, moose or bear. 


You may not use a crossbow that has a 
draw weight less than 45 kg (99 lb.) 
when hunting deer or less than 54 kg 
(119 lb.) when hunting moose or bear. 


You may not use a bow (including com- 
pound and recurve bows) that has a 
draw weight less than 18 kg (40 lb.) 
when hunting deer or less than 22 kg 
(49 lb.) when hunting moose and bear at 
the draw length of 70 cm (28 in.) or less. 


Dogs 

You must licence any dogs to be used to 
hunt deer or moose. There is no limit 
on the number of dogs that may be 
licensed and used. In the closed season, 
dogs may not run at large in an area 
inhabited by deer, moose, elk or bear. 


You must have a letter of authority 
issued from your local MNR office to 
conduct dog training and field trails on 
game animals and game birds during the 
closed season or an appropriate hunting 
licence during the open season. 


In order to hunt.raccoon at night, you 
must be accompanied by a dog licensed 
for raccoon hunting and you must have 
a resident’s tag to hunt raccoon at night. 


For a dog coming into Canada from the 
United States, you must have a certifi- 
cate, signed by a veterinarian licensed in 
Canada or in the United States, stating 
that the dog has been vaccinated against 
rabies during the preceding 36 months. 
The certificate must have a reasonably 
complete and a legible description of the 
dog and the date of the vaccination. For 
more information, check with Canada 
Customs. 


Dogs may be brought into Ontario with- 
out security if you list them as part of 
the Tourist Outfitter’s and sportsmen’s 
equipment when completing the neces- 
sary customs forms. 


Snares 


Snares cannot be used by licensed hunters, 
except for taking rabbits north of the 
French and Mattawa rivers and with a 
snare as described in the Regulations. 


Poison 


Poison cannot be used for taking wild 
animals. 


Use of Vehicles or Vessels 


Aircraft, snowmobiles, vehicles or vessels 
may not be used for chasing, pursuing, 
worrying, molesting, killing, injuring or 
destroying any animal or bird. 


It is illegal to have a loaded firearm in or 
on, or discharge a firearm from, an aircraft, 
vehicle (including snowmobile and all ter- 
rain vehicle) or boat with any size motor 
attached or anything towed by the boat.

Trespassing 

A hunting licence does not give hunters 
the right to enter private lands. Ask for 
permission and obey signs. Note: Red 
markings of at least 10 cm (4 in.) in 
diameter mean entry is prohibited. 


Be sure you are familiar with the 
Occupiers’ Liability Act R.S.O. 1990, c. 
O.2 and the Trespass to Property Act, 
R.S.O. 1990, c. T.21 before entering pri- 
vate land. You may obtain a booklet that 
explains the two Acts and outlines the 
rights of landowners and hunters from the 
Ontario Ministry of the Attorney General. 


You will also be violating the Game and 
Fish Act if the landowner asks you to 
leave and you do not do so immediately, 
or if you do not obey signs prohibiting 
hunting and fishing. 


If you are hunting in a party of more than 
12, you may not hunt upon any enclosed 
or unenclosed lands in any county or 
regional municipality without permission 
of the landowner. 


Before hunting on Indian reserves, ask 
the permission of the Band Council. 


If you wish to hunt deer on Barrie Island 
or Manitoulin Island, you must have with 
you a valid deer licence and the written 
consent of the landowner on the form 


provided by MNR. 


Crown Lands 


In Ontario, travel for recreational pur- 
poses on Crown lands and waters is gen- 
erally free and unrestricted. Some 
Crown lands, however, have restricted- 
travel zones for forest fire prevention, 
officially closed forest access roads and 
areas posted with signs to prohibit all or 
certain kinds of travel. Non-residents, 
except those using the services of a com- 
mercial outfitter, require a permit to 
camp on Crown lands north of the 
French and Mattawa rivers. Contact 
your local MNR office or licence issuer 
for permits. 


Note: Some Crown lands may be post- 
ed against hunting and possession of 
firearms to protect forest workers or 
other resource users. Check with the 


local MNR office for details. 


Game Preserves 


Except where stated in the Regulations, 
you may not hunt or trap, or use or pos- 
sess firearms in Crown Game Preserves. 
You may possess firearms if you live on 
private lands or Crown land held under a 
licence within a Crown Game Preserve, 
but you may not hunt or trap. There are 
Crown Game Preserves other than those 
shown on the maps. Check with your 


local MNR office for more details.

Provincial Parks 


You may not hunt (or take) any animals 
or birds, amphibians and reptiles, inclu- 
sive, in provincial parks, or have a firearm 
with you, unless otherwise provided in 
the Regulations. Check with your local 
MNR office or the Regulations for more 
details and for special permit require- 
ments for hunting in Clyde, Bruton and 
Eyre townships (WMU 54). 


Wildlife Management Areas - 
Wildlife Extension Landowner 


Agreement Area / Provincial

There are 34 Provincial Wildlife and 
Wildlife Extension Landowner 
Agreement Areas in southern Ontario 
which provide hunting. Some areas have 
daily or seasonal licence fees, while others 
may be used free of charge. Some areas 
are only open on certain days of the week 
and for special hours and species. 
Detailed information on each area can be 
obtained from MNR offices. See pages 11 
and 13 for listings. 


Hunting on Sunday 


You may not carry or discharge a firearm 
except bows or crossbows on Sunday to 
hunt in: 


a) any county except the County of 
Renfrew (except the Township of 
Raglan), the County of Prescott and 
Russell, and the Township of 
Haldimand in the County of 
Northumberland; 


b) any regional municipality lying south 
of the French and Mattawa rivers; 


c) the Municipality of Metropolitan 
Toronto; or 


d) the territorial districts of Muskoka, 
and Parry Sound and that part of the 
Territorial District of Nipissing com- 
prising the geographic townships of 
Boulter and Chisholm and the parts of 
the geographic townships of 
Ballantyne, Butt, Finlayson, 
McCraney and Paxton lying west of 
the western boundary of Algonquin 
Provincial Park. 


Note: The above does not apply to 
hunting on a licensed game bird hunting 
preserve. 


Guides 


You may not act as a guide in the 
Territorial District of Rainy River and 
Lake St. Clair unless you have a valid 
guide’s licence. A non-resident cannot 
be a guide and cannot obtain this licence. 


Non-residents must be accompanied by 
one licensed guide for each two hunters 
when hunting deer or moose in the 
Territorial District of Rainy River. 


Officers 


If an Officer has reasonable grounds for 
believing that game or fish were taken, 
shipped or possessed contrary to the Game 
and Fish Act and Regulations, the Migratory 
Birds Convention Act and Regulations, or 
the Ontario Fishery Regulations, that Officer 
may do the following: 


a) stop, enter and search any aircraft, 
vehicle or vessel; 


b) enter and search any fishing, hunting, 
mining, lumber, or construction camp 
or any office of any common carrier, or 
any premises where pelts are bought or 


sold; and 


c) open and inspect any trunk, box, bag, 
parcel or receptacle. 


An Officer has the authority to stop a 
vehicle or vessel to request information 
about hunting and fishing. 


Endangered Species 


The Endangered Species Act protects . 
24 species and their habitats. These are: 
Small White Lady’s-slipper Orchid, — 
Small Whorled Pogonia, Large Whorled 
Pogonia, Cucumber Tree, Prickly Pear _ 
Cactus, Boa Plantain, Frosced. 


cS Sn ake, fle Ree bee _ 
Rattlesnake, White Pelican, Bald Eagle, 
Golden Eagle, Peregrine Falcon, Piping _ 
Plover, Eskimo Curlew, Kirtland’s 
Warbler, Mountain Lion, Loggerhead 
Shrike, Blanchard’s Cricket Frog, — : 
Henslow’s Sparrow, Wood Popes and 
_ Hoary Mountain Mint. 


Anyone who interferes with, injures or 
kills an endangered species or destroys the 
habitat of an endangered species is liable 
to a fine of up to $50,000 or two years 
imprisonment—or both. Contact your 
local MNR office for more information 
about endangered species. 


Illegal Killing of Birds of Prey 


In Ontario, it is illegal to kill birds of prey 
(hawks, owls, eagles, falcons and vul- 
tures), except in defence of one’s own 
property. Of special concern, is the pro- 
tection of three endangered species: the 
Peregrine Falcon, Bald Eagle and Golden 
Eagle. These birds of prey are among the 
24 species of animals and plants protected 
by regulations under Ontario's 
Endangered Species Act. Killing, injur- 
ing, interfering with or taking officially 
protected endangered species is prohibit- 
ed by the Act. The maximum penalty for 
violating the Endangered Species Act is 
$50,000 and/or two years’ imprisonment. 


Considerable effort is being made to pro- 
tect birds of prey in Ontario. For endan- 
gered species, such as the Peregrine 
Falcon, release programs are essential for 
the re-establishment of breeding pairs of 
wild, adult birds. Every year since 1977, 
young eastern Peregrine Falcons have 
been released to the wild in Ontario to 
restore a population that had declined, 
almost to the point of extinction, as a 
result of DDT poisoning. The continued 
existence of this magnificent bird of prey 
in Ontario depends upon the survival of 
those birds that are present in the wild. 


In order to avoid accidentally killing birds 
of prey, you must make every effort to 
clearly identify your prey before shooting. 
Historically, the killing of birds of prey 
was founded in old prejudices that label 
some species as “bad” because they are 
predators. However, predators such as our 
birds of prey play an important role in 
nature. They are part of our natural her- 
itage to be conserved for future genera- 
tions, and the law protects them. The 
ministry is interested in receiving infor- 
mation about any illegal acts involving 
birds of prey. 


Elk and Caribou 


There is no open season for elk or caribou 
in Ontario. 


Game Meat and Parts 


You may not let the flesh of any animal or 
bird be destroyed or spoiled, which is suit- 
able for food. This includes black bear. 


It is illegal to buy, sell or barter any game 
animal or game bird or their parts, except 
under the authority of a licence and as 
permitted by the regulations. Some prop- 
agated game birds may be sold under a 


licence. No licence is required to pur- 
chase this meat. Also, for your own use 
only and without a licence, you may buy 
or possess meat sold under the authority 
of a Licence to Sell the Meat of Muskrat, 
Beaver, Raccoon or Bear. 


The untanned or untreated hide of black 
bear, with the head and claws attached, 
and the hide of a deer or moose, without 
the head attached, and the cast antlers of 
caribou, deer and moose may be sold 
under the authority of a black bear, deer 
or moose hunting licence to licensed 
dealers in hides and cast antlers or to 
holders of licences to purchase these parts 
for personal use. 


The above regulations for black bear now 
apply not only to Ontario bears but also 
to bears imported into Ontario from out- 
side the Province. 


Accidently Killed Animals 


You may possess road kills and animals, 
including birds (other than migratory 
birds), found dead by natural or other 
accidental causes. In the case of black 
bear, moose and deer, you must report 
such finds to a MNR office immediately. 
For eagle, falcon, hawk, owl, vulture or 
furbearer, you must make the report with- 
in two working days from when you got 
it. In addition, anyone who acquires an 
eagle, falcon, hawk, owl or vulture must 
take the carcass to the MNR office for 
inspection within five working days of 
the acquisition. To possess a furbearer or 
its pelt, you need a licence issued by the 
MNR office. For Migratory Birds, con- 
tact the Canadian Wildlife Service, in 
Guelph at 519-826-2100.

Export and Shipping 


Residents and non-residents may export 
from Ontario game birds and most game 
animals legally killed under the appropri- 
ate licence, if you produce a valid hunt- 
ing licence for those species. 


GAME CHECK — 

"STATIONS — 

- Throughout the hunting season, 
Officers will be operating random 
"Game Check Stations" under the _ 
authority of the Game and Fish Act. 


These check stations protect and man- 

age our wildlife resource and help the 
ministry obtain information about 
wildlife harvested by hunters. 


You must have an Ontario export permit 
to export moose, deer and bear or any part 
thereof from Ontario. You may obtain an 
export permit from most MNR offices in 
the area where the animals have been 
taken. You should obtain all necessary 
export permits before reaching a border 
point to avoid any inconvenience. 

You need a CITES permit to export timber 
wolf, black bear or a variety of other fish or 
wildlife species from Canada. 


For export of furbearing animals taken 
under a small game licence, see 
Furbearing Animals, page 28. 


A non-resident must pay for an export 
permit. (See 1998 Licence and Tag 
Information, page 5, for export permit 
fees.) Export permits are free for resi- 
dents. Export permits have sub-permits 
attached to them for exporting a part or 
parts of the animal for which an export 
permit has been issued. You may use up 
to three sub-permits for this purpose. 
Receptacles containing game that are 
being shipped or transported to points 
inside or outside Ontario must have the 
names and addresses of the sender and 
receiver, and a list of the contents written 
on the outside. 


When transporting migratory birds, a 
fully feathered wing must be attached 
until the bird is prepared for immediate 
consumption. 


Convention on International Trade in 
Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and 
Flora (CITES) is an international agree- 

ment which regulates trade in a number 

of species of animals and plants, their 
parts and derivatives, and any articles 
made from them. You need a CITES 
permit to export timber wolf, black bear 
or a variety of other species from 

Canada. As applicants for CITES 

export permits must be Canadian citi- 

zens, non-residents must have a resident 
apply on their behalf. CITES permits 
are currently available free of charge 
from most MNR offices. Non-resident 
bear hunters can most conveniently 
obtain their CITES export permit 
through the outfitter they are hunting’ 
with. CITES permits are not normally 
available near border crossings and con- 
sequently hunters are advised to obtain 
any required permits from a source clos- 
est to where they are hunting. In some 
countries, importation of timber wolves 
is restricted; requirements for importa- 
tion should be determined by the 
exporter. In some instances such as with 

black bear, both a CITES and a 

Provincial export permit are required.

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BIRD SEASONS 


You may hunt and possess wild turkey, 
pheasant, ruffed grouse, sharp-tailed grouse, 
spruce grouse, ptarmigan, Hungarian par- 
tridge and bobwhite quail. Check the 
Open Season Tables for bag and possession 
limits and time. The Migratory Birds 
Convention Act and the regulations govern 
hunting of migratory game birds. It is illegal 
to hunt migratory birds within 400 m 

(437 yd.) of where bait has been deposited 
unless that place has been free of bait for at 
least seven days. You must have a 
Migratory Game Bird Hunting Permit and 


a Wildlife Habitat Conservation Stamp, as 
well as an Ontario licence to hunt small 
game, to take migratory game birds. See 
page 48 for Waterfowl Seasons. You require 
a special licence to hunt wild turkey. 


Protected Birds 


You may only take birds mentioned in the 
tables, as well as crows, cowbirds, black- 
birds, starlings and house sparrows. You 
must not shoot falcons, eagles, hawks or 
owls, or interfere with the eggs and nests of 
game birds. See also Endangered Species, 
page 8. 


PHEASANT 


Game Bird Hunting Preserves 


You may hunt pheasant, bobwhite quail 
and wild turkey throughout the year on 
game bird hunting preserves. You must 
arrange with the owner as to when you 
can hunt. You will also need a licence to 
hunt small game when hunting on a pre- 
serve. 


A non-resident hunter needs a non-resi- 
dent tag to hunt game birds on a game 
bird hunting preserve. This tag may be 
either a non-resident’s tag to hunt game 


birds on a game bird hunting preserve or 


a non-resident’s tag to hunt small game. 


TOWNSHIP LICENCES - A township licence is required in addition to a provincial licence for hunting pheasants in a regulated township 
(see maps). Contact the municipal clerk for issuance of township licences and information on firearm restrictions. 


Hunting of pheasants with a rifle is prohibited.

The Ministry of Natural Resources has 
introduced a new telephone applica- 
tion system that will allow a hunter to 
purchase a wild turkey licence conve- 
niently by phone.

To use this system, you will need your 
Outdoors Card number, a valid credit 
card and either a Touch-Tone or rotary 
dial telephone. When you call, record- 
ed instructions will take you through 
the simple procedure. You will be 
asked to enter the requested informa- 
tion using your telephone’s key pad or 
dial. Please note, the system does not 
accept verbal information.

Following your application, a wild 
turkey licence with game seal will be 
mailed to your address the next busi- 
ness day.

You must take a Wild Turkey Hunter 
Education Seminar, sponsored by the 
Ontario Federation of Anglers and 
Hunters, and you must pass an examina- 
tion given by the Ministry of Natural 
Resources to be eligible for a wild turkey 
licence. 


To hunt wild turkey you must have a wild 
turkey licence. You may purchase a 
licence by using the MNR Electronic 
Licensing Line or by filling out an appli- 
cation form at selected MNR offices in an 
area with a wild turkey hunt.

The harvest of deer in most areas is regu- 
lated by a selective harvest program 
which places a quota on antlerless deer. 


Licence Validity 


You may only take antlered deer (having 
at least one antler 7.5 cm [3 in.] or 
longer), with your deer licence, unless 
you have an antlerless deer validation tag, 
for the appropriate Wildlife Management 
Unit (WMU), fixed to the game seal. 
There is a computerized random draw for 
each WMU. Tags are issued to residents 


of Ontario only. Archery hunters wishing 
to hunt antlerless deer in WMUs with 
bows only seasons must also apply to the 
draw. Do not apply for an antlerless deer 
validation tag in a WMU with a con- 
trolled hunt unless you intend on hunting 
during the bow season only. Antlerless 
deer validation tags are valid during muz- 
zle-loading seasons. 


Party Hunting for Deer 
(see Glossary, page 50) 


Party hunting for deer is allowed. 


The number of antlered deer taken by a 
hunting party (two or more licensed 
hunters) must not be any more than the 


number of valid licences with seals, held 
by the members of the party. For exam- 
ple, a party of three can take no more 
than three antlered deer. Any member of 
the party may take them. 


A party member may shoot an antlerless 
deer for which another party member has a 
validation tag. The party cannot shoot 
more antlerless deer than they have valida- 
tion tags to cover. 


Immediately after a kill, the member of 
your party who has the appropriate valida- 
tion tag must get together with the shoot- 
er so that the tag holder can attach the 
game seal. At this point, party members 
at the kill site must determine the catego- 
ry of animals that may still be hunted.

Antlerless Deer Validation Tags are valid 
during the open season for deer in both 
the archery and rifle seasons (see dates on 
pages 20 and 21). There is a computer- 
ized random draw for each WMU. Tags 
are issued to residents in Ontario only. 
Archery hunters wishing to hunt antler- 
less deer in WMUs with bows only sea- 
sons must apply to this draw. Do not 
apply for an antlerless deer validation tag 
in a WMU with a controlled hunt unless 
you intend on hunting during the bow 
season. 
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Hunters who are unsuccessful in the 
antlerless deer draw may still party hunt 
or take antlered deer (having at least one 
antler 7.5 cm [3 in.] or longer), with your 
deer licence, in the open archery or rifle 
deer seasons but not during the controlled 
deer hunt seasons (see seasons dates).

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HATS FOR HIDES: 
CONSERVATION THROUGH COOPERATION 


MNR is no longer directly involved with hide collection. We are facilitating the efforts of Aboriginal peoples 
involved in administering and coordinating the collection program. Hunter participation in this program 
ensures the whole use of harvested animals and benefits Aboriginal people. Details concerning locations, dates 
_ and times that any local hide collection centres will be operating are available, in the fall, from the Union of 
Ontario Indians office (1-705-497-9127) or from MNR offices. Look for the bright orange Hats for Hides 
- depot signs. 


You will receive a specially designed gift recognizing a successful hunt in return for a suitably prepared bear, 
deer or moose hide when delivered to a designated collection centre. 


Treat the hide carefully. Avoid making any cuts or nicks in the hide when skinning. Remove as much flesh as 
possible. Decay can begin almost immediately so if you can't get the hide to a collection depot immediately, 
preserve the hide by rubbing coarse salt (1 kg [2 lb.] for deer and 2 kg [4 Ib.] for moose) into the flesh side of 
the hide. Only freeze hides that will be home tanned. When transporting the hide, use a cardboard box or 
burlap bag. Do not put the hide in plastic. Even when salted, the hide will decay if no air reaches it. Spoiled 
hides will not be accepted.

THE EASTERN HABITAT JOINT VENTURE 


Another successful MNR partnership 


In May 1986, Canada signed the North American Waterfowl Management Plan with the United States. That began one of the 
-most successful conservation partnerships of this century. Ontario joined the effort in 1989 and by the time Mexico joined in 
1993, major strides in protecting wetlands and restoring waterfowl populations to their 1970's levels were already underway. 


_ The direct funding partners in Ontario are Ducks Unlimited Canada, Wildlife Habitat Canada, The Nature Conservancy of 
Canada, The Canadian Wildlife Service of Environment Canada, Agriculture Canada and the Ontario Ministries of Natural 
Resources and Agriculture, Food and Rural Affairs. Through the licences and permits that they purchase, hunters are important 
contributors to this joint initiative. 


These agencies established a set of objectives to protect, enhance and manage wetland habitats and adjacent uplands and have 
been successful in attracting over $16,000,000 from the United States Fish and Wildlife Service, Ducks Unlimited Inc., several 
states and The Nature Conservancy. Along with $40,000,000 from Canadian sources, the Eastern Habitat Joint Venture (EHJV) 
in Ontario has secured over 375,000 acres of wetlands, influenced over 3,500,000 acres of adjacent lands and enhanced almost 


200,000 acres. 


So, after a decade of work, the achievements of this broad-scale action plan are becoming apparent and “the skies are alive again” 
to the delight of waterfowlers and naturalists alike.

tion from hunters, anyone who wishes to 


contribute to this effort can purchase the 
Habitat Conservation Stamp through the 
philatelic outlets of Canada Post. Many 
landowners would appreciate the assistance 
of local groups such as game and fish clubs in 
the identification of enhancement opportu- 
nities of important wetlands, implementing 
the project and in monitoring the responses 


_of wetland-dependent wildlife. 


One of the principal objectives of the fund is 


to encourage landowners to be involved in 


wetland habitat protection, improvement, 
maintenance and monitoring. The planning 
foreach conservation project is led by the 


_ landowner: it is their right and responsibili- 


ty. The fund is available to those owners 
who complete a conservation plan. The 
conservation plan examines the wetland 
resource on their land and determines what 
compatible conservation actions can be 
incorporated in their property management 
strategy to enhance wetlands for wildlife 
habitat. 


Wetland habitat projects may be eligible for 
up to a maximum of 50 per cent of project 
costs or $5,000 (whichever is less). Funding 
of projects is contingent on negotiating a 10- 
year conservation agreement with the 
landowner.

HOW ARE THE DRAWS CHANGING 
FOR 1998 


THE PROVINCIAL BIG GAME MANAGEMENT ADVISORY COMMITTEE'S. 
RECOMMENDATIONS FOR CHANGES TO MOOSE AND DEER ALLOCATIONS 


The Simmons independent review of the Ontario’s moose and deer tag draws recommended that the Provincial Big Game 


Management Advisory Committee (BGMAC) review and implement the recommendations contained in the report. In order to 


inform hunters on the outcome of the review and to obtain the input of Ontario’s moose and deer hunters, the Simmons report 
was condensed into two packages that contained a summary of the review and a survey. These two packages were mailed to _ 


271,188 active moose and deer hunters in the fall of 1997. By early December 49,960 legible surveys were returned and analyzed. 
All letters that were received were also reviewed and considered in developing the following recommendations. ' 


Moose Draw Survey Results BGMAC Recommendations and Resulting Changes 


In total, 27,213 completed moose hunter surveys were returned. The results of the returned surveys are outlined below along with i 


the resulting recommendations from the BGMAC. 


The Point System vs. Improvements to the Group Application System - 63% of the responses preferred the Group Application 
System provided that the ministry establishes a Guaranteed Group Size and simplifies the transfer process. Only 30% of the responses 
favored the Points System. 


BGMAC Recommendations: 
¢ Establish a guaranteed group size for 1998 where possible. 
® Provide successful group applicants with an alternate tag holder’s name in the event a transfer is requested. 


Change for 1998: 
The table on page 38 shows the Guaranteed Group Size required to receive a tag in the 1998 moose tag draw. During the very first 
step of the draw all groups who enter a valid group application that contains a number of Pool 1 hunters equal to or greater 
than their Pool 1 Choice 1 Guaranteed Group Size listed on page 38 will be issued the corresponding tag. 


Furthermore all tags issued to successful group applicants will bear the name of another randomly selected Pool 1 member of the 
group. In the event that a group has to transfer the tag, a one-time transfer to this alternate hunter will be granted provided the 
season has not yet opened. See page 37 for more details. 


Suspension of Hunting Privileges - 89% of hunters responding subpomed the lengthy removal of hunting privileges for any hunter convict- 
ed of illegally taking big game. 


BGMAC Recommendations: 
e Continue to seek hunting privilege suspensions where hunters are convicted of illegally taking game. 


Change for 1998: 

When the Fish and Wildlife Conservation Act becomes law be in 1998, enforcement staff will have greater flexibility in pro- 
tecting Ontario's resources while ensuring that poachers will face the toughest penalties in Ontario’s history. For example, a con- 
viction of an offence committed for Commercial offences now carries a fine up to $100,000 and a prison term of two years. 


Restrictions on Party Hunting - 62% of hunters responding stated that they would support some limitations on party hunting if more vali- 
dation tags would become available through the draw. 54% of hunters responding felt that party hunting should be restricted to those who 
applied to the draw as a group. 


BGMAC Recommendations: 
@ Clearly define the rules regarding party hunting. 
¢ Limit abuse of the party hunting rules to ensure that moose harvests are sustainable and hunting opportunities are 
maximized. . 


Change for 1998: 
_ During the summer of 1998, the regulation permitting party hunting will be reworded to clearly define what “in communication” 
means within the traditional intent of party hunting. The change will ensure that party hunters are hunting in a relatively small, 
clearly defined area, where they do not need to rely on vehicles or electromagnetic devices as their sole means of communica- 
tion. 


Game Seals - 82% of hunters responding indicated that the game seal currently in use would be sufficient if it did not have to be affixed at 
the kill site but only prior to transporting the game in or on a vehicle or vessel. 


BGMAC Recommendations: 


¢ Refine the regulation regarding tagging of animals and examine options to improve the game seal design 
- A change is expected for 1999. 


New Archery and Muzzle-loader Seasons for Moose Hunters- 64% of hunters responding indicated that establishing new archery 
and muzzle-loader seasons would be a good idea if all hunters had to compete equally for adult validation tags through the gun draw. 
However, in new areas, because of their lower success rate 69% of hunters responding were opposed to the idea that archery hunters should 
have a separate adult tag quota (taken from the gun quota). 


_BGMAC Recommendations: 

e Examine areas where sustainable archery and muzzle-loader opportunities can be introduced. 

¢ Ensure that hunters compete equally for tags where new seasons are introduced. 

e Ensure that these changes do not affect areas where there are currently separate gun and archery quotas 
- A change is expected for 1999. 


Encasement of Firearms - 74% of hunters responding were opposed to any regulation that would require the “encasement of firearms” at 
all times in or on a motorized vehicle or vessel while hunting big game. 


Restrictions on Hunting in Cutovers and New Forest Roads - 56% of hunters were opposed to restrictions on moose hunting in new 
cutovers or on new forest roads. 


Licence Fees - 69% of hunters responding indicated they disagreed with the idea of paying more for a moose licence so that more funds 
would be available for moose management. 


BGMAC Recommendations: 
¢ Given these results the Provincial Big Game Management Advisory Committee made no recommendation on these 
issues at this time. 
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Deer Draw Survey Results BGMAC Recommendations and Resulting Changes 


In total, 22,747 deer hunter surveys were returned. The results of the returned surveys are outlined below along with the resulting 
recommendation from the BGMAC. 


Surplus Tags - 82% of hunters responding indicated that the ministry should make it possible for deer draw applicants to obtain antlerless 
deer, or controlled deer tags which are left over after the draw. 


BGMAC Recommendations: 

e The ministry should wait for the results of the current review of the provincial deer management policy before devel- 
oping a surplus deer tag allocation system to ensure that any surplus deer tag allocation system compliments the recom- 
mendations of the 1998 deer review. 

¢ Work to develop a surplus deer tag allocation system for 1999. 


Group Application System- 58% of hunters responding disagreed that a eu application process should be introduced to the antlerless 
deer draw. 


BGMAC Recommendations: 
e With the review of the provincial deer management policy currently taking place the ministry should wait for the 
review’s results before further considering a group application system for the antlerless deer draw. 
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AMPHIBIANS AND 
REPTILES 


Snakes 


Ten species of snakes (black rat snake, 
blue racer, eastern hog-nose snake, east- 
ern fox snake, Lake Erie and northern 
water snakes, queen snake, timber rat- 
tlesnake, Butler’s garter snake and eastern 
massasauga) are protected from being 
hunted or possessed under the Game and 
Fish Act. One species of lizard (five- 
lined skink) is also protected. See also 
Endangered Species, page 8. 


Frogs and Turtles 


You may take snapping turtles and bull- 
frogs if you have an Outdoors Card with 
the appropriate fishing validation tag 


attached, or if you are a non-resident, you 
must have a non-resident sport fishing 
licence with an appropriate fishing vali- 
dation tag that has not expired. 


The Game and Fish Act protects turtles 
(except the box turtle) found naturally in 
the wild. Fowler’s toad, Blanchard’s crick- 
et frog and the northern dusty salamanders 
are also protected. 


You may not take more than two snapping 
turtles a day, nor may you possess more 
than five snapping turtles. No commercial 
harvest of snapping turtles is permitted. 
You may only take snapping turtles by box 
or funnel traps or by your bare hands. 


You may take bullfrogs from July 21 to 
October 15. You may not take more 
than 10 bullfrogs in one day nor possess 
more than 10. Bullfrogs may not be

Licence and Validation Tags

selected by lottery. You must buy a moose 
licence before you can enter the moose 
validation tag draw. 


Validation tags state the sex of the adult 
animal, the WMU from which the animal 
may be taken, the season during which the 
tag is valid, and the conditions under 
which the adult animal may be taken. If 
you are going to be a guest of a tourist out- 
fitter at the time of the hunt, you may be 
able to get a moose validation tag through 
the outfitter. This tag is valid only while 
you are registered and actually accommo- 
dated at the tourist establishment or at a 
camp operated by the outfitter. 


You cannot have more than one adult 
moose validation tag at the time of the 
hunt. 


Non-resident Hunters 


A non-resident must be a registered guest 
and actually accommodated at the tourist 
establishment or at a camp operated by

the outfitter. The outfitter must have 
applied and received on the non-residents 
behalf a validation tag to hunt moose. 
Exceptions are: 


1. Non-residents who hunt with an 
immediate relative (grandparent, 
father, mother, spouse, son, daughter, 
brother, sister or grandchild) who is an 
Ontario resident licensed to hunt 
moose. 
or 

2. Non-residents who are property own- 
ers in a WMU that has an open moose 
season for non-residents. 


Persons who qualify under these two 
exemptions may apply to the resident tag 
draw. 


If you are a non-resident and a registered 
guest of a licensed tourist outfitter, you 
must have a moose validation tag in order 
to purchase a moose licence. 


A non-tesident’s licence to hunt moose is 
not valid unless it has a bull, cow or calf 
validation tag attached to it.

Bow-hunting for Moose 


If you wish to hunt moose with a bow 
during a special bow season, you may 
apply for a bull or cow validation tag in 
the draw. These validation tags are only 
for the special bow season; they become 
invalid on the closing day of the bow sea- 
son. If you have not killed a moose dur- 
ing the special bow season, you may still 
hunt using any legally allowed firearm 
during the regular gun hunt. However, 
your licence will be valid for calves only, 
unless you are hunting with a party that 
has valid bull or cow tags. 


Hunters wishing to hunt adult moose dur- 
ing the special bow season must have an 
adult validation tag issued for the special 
bow season. They may, however, hunt for 


calves with a bow during the special bow 
season provided they comply with all 
other legal requirements for bow-hunting. 


Party Hunting for Moose 
(see Glossary page 50) 


Party hunting for moose is allowed. The 
number of bull, cow and calf moose 
taken must not be more than the num- 
ber of bull and cow validation tags and 
valid moose licences held by members of 
the party. Any member of the party may 
take the animal. The total number of 
moose taken by the party may not 
exceed the number of game seals held by 
party members. 


TAGGING MOOSE 


Sealing and Transporting Moose — 


After a bull, cow or calf moose is taken, 
the party member whose licence is vali- 
dated for taking the bull, cow or calf 
moose must immediately attach his or her 
game seal to the animal. 


If you are transporting part of a moose, be 
prepared to state the name of the hunter 
who sealed the animal, the hunting 
licence and validation tag number under 
which the animal was claimed and the 
WMU in which it was taken, if requested 
to do so by an Officer. 


As part of the Selective Harvest Program, validation tags are issued for a specific age and sex of moose. You — 
must have evidence of the age and sex of any moose that you kill.

For bull or cow moose: Cut to one side of the scrotal sac or vulva when opening the animal for gutting — as 
shown above with the dotted line in illustrations (a) and (b). Leave the scrotal sac or vulva attached by connec- 
tive tissue.

1998 Adult Moose Validation 
Tag Draw Deadline 


Adult Moose Validation Tag Draw appli- 
cations for 1998 are attached to the 
1998 Moose Licences. Group 
Application Envelopes and Outdoors 
Card application forms are now available 
at hunting licence issuers and some 


MNR offices. 


In order to be eligible for the draw, appli- 
cations, whether submitted individually 
or in a Group Application Envelope, 
must reach the post office box indicated 
on the back of the application before 4:30 
p.m. Friday, May 15, 1998. 


Whether applications are delivered by 
courier, registered mail or through the 
regular or government mail, please 
allow at least 10 working days for deliv- 
ery. All late applications are rejected 
from the draw without exception. 


How The Draw Works 


Each of the 67 WMUs has a bull or cow 
gun quota. Some WMUs have cow and 
bull archery quotas as well. The applica- 
tion allows you to select choices of 
WMU, type of tag (bull or cow) and sea- 
son preference (gun or bow). 
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What Pool Are You In? 


Applicants who applied unsuccessfully to 
the draw in the previous year (1997) are 
placed in Pool 1 (also called the 
Preference Pool). All other applicants, 
including those who received a tag 
through a transfer in the previous year, 
are placed in Pool 2. In the majority of 
WMUs you must be in Pool | to have a 
chance of receiving a tag. 


The computer allocates tags to both 
groups and individuals in the following 
sequence: 


Pool 1, Choice 1 (P1C1) 
Pool 1, Choice 2 (P1C2) 
Pool 2, Choice 1 (P2C1) 
Pool 2, Choice 2 (P2C2) 


The Three Draw Steps 


Step 1: Guaranteed Group Size 


Allocation 

The table on page 38 shows the 
Guaranteed Group Size for Pool 1 Choice 
| applicants in each WMU, sex and season 
choice available. During the first step of 
the draw all groups who entered a valid 
application with a number of Pool 1 
hunters equal to or greater than the cor- 
responding Pool 1 Choice 1 Guaranteed 
Group Size listed on page 38 will be issued 
a tag. One tag will be randomly assigned 
by computer to a Pool 1 member of each 
qualifying group and these groups will be 
removed from the draw. 


Step 2: Large Group Allocation 
The computer calculates the number of 
applicants in the draw step and compares 
that to the number of tags. This is called 
the Hunter: Tag Ratio. All groups with a 
number of Pool 1 applicants equal to or 
greater than the Hunter: Tag Ratio will 
be issued one tag and removed from the 
draw. The tag is randomly allocated by 
computer to one Pool 1 member of the 
group and the group is removed from the 
draw. 


Step 3: Random Allocation 

At this step of the draw, all remaining 
applicants who have the WMU and sex 
of animal as their first choice ate given a 
random chance to receive one of the 
remaining tags regardless of whether they 
applied individually or in a group smaller 
than the Hunter: Tag Ratio. 
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If there are tags remaining after this step 
then the steps two and three are repeated 
for all applicants who are in Pool 1 with 
the WMU and sex of animal as their sec- 
ond choice. If there are still tags remain- 
ing in the quota, then the process is con- 
tinued for Pool 2 Choice | applicants, 
and so on. In heavily subscribed WMUs 
only hunters in Pool 1 Choice 1 will have 
a chance to receive a tag. The 
Guaranteed Group Allocation only takes 
place in Pool 1 Choice 1 and is not 
repeated for other pools or choices. 


The more hunters apply in groups the 
more evenly the tags will be spread out 
among hunting parties. WMUs with 
higher than average group applications 
have significantly increased draw odds 
for all applicants. 


What Is The Guaranteed Group 
Size 


The Guaranteed Group Size is calculated 
for each WMU, gender and season choice 


by adding together the Pool 1 Choice 1 


(P1C1) applicants and the Pool 2 Choice 7 


1 (P2C1) applicants from the previous 
year’s draw. Subtracting last year’s tag 
quota will result in the “potential” num- 
ber of P1C1 applications to this year’s 
draw. ‘Finally this “potential” P1C1 appli- 
cation rate is divided by this year’s tag 
quota and the result is this year’s 
Guaranteed Group Size. 


For example: 

In WMU 28, last year there were 3,279 
P1C1 applications for a bull tag. There 
were also 1,031 hunters in Pool 2 with a 
bull as their first choice. These 4,310 
(3,279 + 1,031 = 4,310) hunters are 
“potential” Pool 1 applicants for a bull tag 
in WMU 28 this year, except for the 593 
(1997 bull tag quota) who we know 
received tags through the draw last year. 
Therefore, the 3,717 “potential” P1C1 
applications are divided by this year’s 
quota (504) to give us the Guaranteed 
Group Size of (7.3) 8 Pool 1 hunters 
(3,717/504 = 7.3). All groups which 
apply for bull tag and have at least (7.3) 8 
Pool 1 hunters will be issued a bull tag. 


How Large Should Our Group 
Be? 


If you have enough Pool 1 hunters in 
your party to meet the Guaranteed Group 
Size in the WMU, sex and season choice 
for the type of tag your party wants, we 


/ 


recommend you all apply together to the 
draw using the special Group Application 
Envelope. Be sure to keep a record of 
your group application number. 


What About Small Groups and 
WMuUs With No Guaranteed 
Group Size? 


If you are not able to meet the 
Guaranteed Group Size, or there is no 
Guaranteed Group Size in your area, it 
still makes sense to apply to the draw in 
a group. The draw will continue to 
issue tags to groups which meet the 
Hunter: Tag Ratio in the second step of 
the draw. Also all the Pool 1 members 
in groups smaller than the Hunter: Tag 
Ratio will still receive a chance in the 
random portion of the draw as though 
they had applied individually. The 
exception is that once one group mem- 
ber receives a tag all other group mem- 
bers are removed from the draw. It 
always makes sense to apply as a group 
if you hunt in a party. 


Why Apply In Groups? _ 


e Applying in a group will ensure that 
applicants in the group have more 
chances of obtaining a hunting oppor- 
tunity. 


¢ The more hunters there are who apply 
in groups the better the distribution of 
tags among parties of hunters will be, 
and this will, in turn increase every- 
one’s chances in the draw. 


¢ Only one group member will ever be 
successful in the draw. This will maxi- 
mize the number Pool | hunters in 
your group in the following year. 


Individual Applicants 


Individual hunters have a chance in the 
random allocation step of the draw. 
This chance is better than it would be 
under a strictly random draw because 
group applicants limit themselves to one 
tag. 


For example: In WMU 28 last year there 
were 3,279 Pool 1 applicants with a first 
choice of a bull tag. Under a strictly ran- 
dom draw where everyone is treated as an 
individual, all applicants would have had 
an 18 per cent chance to receive a tag. 
However, in the draw, 384 of the 1,923 


individual applicants were successful. 


This was a 20 per cent chance of success. 


This is because there were a large number 
~ of groups in this area and everytime a group 
is successful everyone’s chance increases.

Tag Transfers 


The tag held by a member of a group 
which applied to the draw with at least 2 
Pool 1 hunters using a group application 
envelope will bear the name of another, 
randomly assigned, Pool 1 group member. 
This second hunter is the designated alter- 
_hative tag transfer recipient. In the event 
that a group has to transfer a tag, a one 
asfer to the group alternate will 
only be granted by a ministry office, 
provided the original tag is returned to the 
MNR office at the time of the request, and 
the season has not yet opened. 


After the season opens, a tag can only be 
transferred if the tag holder is medically 
unfit to hunt (as proven by a Doctor's 
certificate). 


Individual applicants are not allowed to 
transfer tags. 


Hunters who receive tags through a trans- 
fer will be placed in Pool 2 in the follow- 
ing year. Hunters who have transferred 
tags to a group member will be placed in 
Pool 1 in the following year’s draw.

PRECAUTIONS FOR WATERFOWL HUNTERS TO AVOID 
SPREADING HARMFUL EXOTIC SPECIES 


Exotic species such as zebra mussels and Eurasian watermilfoil can damage habitat for fish, waterfowl and 
other wildlife. Waterfowl hunters should be aware that it is possible to inadvertently transport exotic 
species in or on boats and trailers, as well as decoys. Waterfowlers should assume that any aquatic plant 
parts could be potentially harmful and should not be transported from one marsh, lake, or river to anoth- 
er. Also, zebra mussels and their tiny larvae can attach themselves to aquatic plants. If aquatic plant frag- 
ments are transported, they could inadvertently transport zebra mussels.

What waterfowl hunters can do to help: 


Before the hunting season 
¥ Switch to elliptical, bulb-shaped, or strap anchors on decoys, which don’t collect submersed and floating aquatic plants as easily. 


/ If you have moored a boat in waters infested with zebra mussels, follow these tips for removing or killing zebra mussels that 
might be in or on your boat: 


Remove any visible zebra mussels; and 
¢ wash boat with hot water; or 
e spray boat with high pressure water; or 
@ dry all parts of the boat for at least five days. 


Before hunting 
/ Drain the water from boats before transporting to another waterbody. 


/ Remove aquatic plants or animals that are attached to decoy lines and anchors (mussels could be in sediment attached to boat 
» or decoy anchors). 


After hunting 
/ Inspect equipment for any aquatic plants and animals that were not removed after hunting; remove and place them in a com- 
post bin or refuse container.

GLOSSARY OF 
TERMS USED IN 
THIS SUMMARY 


ANTLERLESS DEER: Deer that have no 
antlers or antlers that are less than 7.5 cm 
(3 inches) long. Generally, they include 
adult female deer and fawns of both sexes. 


CONTROLLED HUNT: Hunts in which the 
total number of hunters are restricted. A 
hunter needs a controlled hunt validation 
tag to participate in a controlled hunt. 


EXPORT PERMIT: The permit required to 
take a moose, deer, bear or furbearer, or 
any part of them out of Ontario. 


LICENCES, TAGS AND GAME SEALS: 
OUTDOORS CARDS: 


An Outdoors card constitutes a licence to 
hunt the animals and birds specified on 
the licence tag when it is affixed to the 
card. 


LICENCE TAG: 

Means a tag, which when affixed to an 
Outdoors card, constitutés a licence to 

hunt animals or birds, or a class thereof 
specified on the tag. 
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GAME SEAL: 

The seal that must be attached to a 
moose, deer, wild turkey or black bear as 
soon as the animal is killed. The seal 
must remain attached to the animal while 
it is transported. 


VALIDATION TAG: 

Means a tag which validates a licence to 
hunt game animals or birds of a specified 
number, age or sex or in a specified area. 

A validation tag must be affixed to the 
back of the game seal to allow hunters to 
hunt adult moose or antlerless deer. A 
validation tag is also needed to take part in 
the controlled hunts for deer. 


NON-RESIDENT: A person who does not 
qualify as a resident (see Resident). The 
ownership of property in Ontario does not 
qualify a person for a resident’s licence. 


OFFICER: A conservation officer or a 
deputy conservation officer. This term also 
includes a member of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police Force, a member of a 
police force appointed under the Police 
Services Act and any other person autho- 
rized to enforce the Game and Fish Act. 


PARTY HUNTING: Hunting in a party of 
two or more persons who each have a 
valid licence to hunt, who agreed to hunt 


cooperatively during a period in an area 
that can reasonably be hunted. Hunters in 
a party must be able to communicate with 
each other and have an effective means of 
notifying other members when an animal 
has been harvested. Party hunting is pea 
for moose, deer and bear. 


RESIDENT: A person who has resided in 
Ontario for at least seven consecutive 
months during the previous 12 months 
before the time that the person’s resi- 
dence is relevant, for example, the 
issuance of a licence tag under the Game 


and Fish Act. 


SELECTIVE HARVEST SYSTEM: The sys- 
tem that controls the harvest of prime 
breeding animals of moose and deer. The 
harvest of adult moose and antlerless deer 
is restricted to those who hold the appro- 
priate validation tag, which is obtained 
through a random draw. 


WILDLIFE MANAGEMENT UNITS 
(WMU): Numbered divisions of the 
province used for wildlife management. 
WMU numbers are used in the tables for 
open seasons to indicate the relevant geo- 
graphic areas of the province. Contact 
MNR office for exact descriptions of
